\ Ince "the taking of B-aumovr, by a Detachwent of our Army, 
the Duke of Luxemburg, has employed all his 5kill to Repolleſs 
\ bimfelf of that place, by reaſon of its Advantagiovs Situation; 
| but hitherto he- has been fruſtrated in all his Deſigns. 'Be- 
{ = tween the gth and 102b he broke-up, with his Camp, in hopes 
'to ſurprize the Cont var der 'Lipe, who bad put a ſtrong Garriton 
into that place : But: his Majeſty having timely Notice of his Defign ; 
gave immediately Orders to our Army to March, which we did ac- 
cordingly the x0:h in the Afternoon, and about 5 a Clock at Night, 
'we came Within Sight of the Enemy, we Marched direaly towards 
him; And about Night our whole Army. was ranged in order of Bat- 
'tel, wichin a Cannon Shot of the French. They had poſted themſelves 
\upon the Hills of Faubrechies, and we had Beaumont in the midſt of 
'our Line. The whole Night was ſpent in laying Bridges over a Water 
{and Moraſs that was between us and the Enemy, ſome of our Cannons 
were Planted, and we" intended to paſs the Bridges by break of Day, 
land to Attack the Enemy, but his Majeſty being advanced within a 
{Muſquet Shot of the Enemy, .and- raken a full view of the Ground, it 
was found that there was not Room enough to Range four Regiments 
4n_ order of Battle ;' There being nothing. but Defilees on all ſides, and 
that. Conſequently- it was impoſſible: ro ; Attack the Enemy, without 
* hazarding our whole Camp. We remain'd _ nevertheleſs in order of 
'Battle, ro try if the Enemy would ' give; himſelf the Trouble ro come 
half way ; But they keeping themſelves very cloſe according to their 
'ulual manner, we returned in the fight of the Enemy. - It was expect- 
ed they would fall into our Reer ; Hayiog: ſo fair an opportunity for 
it; But not a Man of theirs ftirr'd, and we arrived fafely into our old 
Camp at Court. Since this time orders have been ſent to the Bailiffs 
and Majors to have eigtheen-chouſand Pioneers ready to March, witk- 
in. three days''time,, and this is; withant, dpubt"to execute ſome conſi- 
derable Enterpriſe. We have indeed not been' able as yet to provoke 
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Or Enemy. to a Piteh-Battel, nor have we taken any gre at Fortreſſes} 
ut F vndetgSig Men wall ſoberly_ coniider that his Majeſty» has 
fore'Þ the Fijznoh, to entertalh for ſo Conſiderable a' time, ; Two. vaſk 
Army within theik own.
